On the 16 Aug 55 under reference 1033 Major PARTRIDGE sent the 
names of the “above three civilians direct to MI. 11(a) | War Office 
n AF B2761. This was contrary to existing security instructions 
for this Headquarters which state that the security vetting of 
civilians should be sent to G(Int) Branch of this Headquarters on 
Forms E 90 Estaploy (in duslicate). These forms are then 
forwarded to HQ EASTERN Command G(Int) under our reference 
number 22/12/G(int). 


A detailed investigation of the files in the 3 Sqn EC Signal 
Regt office reveals no trace of any security vetting form béing 
submitted for Mr. J.P. HEWIT. 


Captain R.B, HANDISYDE, R.Sigs, who took over the command of 
3 Sqn EC Signal Regt when Major PARTRIDGE was arrested on 

the 28 Nov 55 by the Civil Police on a charge of larcenty, 
states that Mr, HEWIT in his capacity as a Grade III Clerk to 
the Signal Branch has access to a certain number of classified 
military documents not above the security grading of SECRET. 


Captain HANDISYDE also reports that Mr, HEWIT was in possession 
of a duplicate key to the Cypher office safe although the key 

to this safe was supposed to be kept in a sealed envelope in the 
OC 3 Sqn office safe. The Cypher safe has been examined and 
apparently contains no documents of any description,

Hewit's former activities are known to the Press and 
there would be a great deal of undesirable publicity if details 
of any court-martial were published in the future. 


AG1(C) (Sibbald) has suggested that, as Hewit has 
previous service (190-16), and in spite of the fact that he 
has only completed one year of a new 22 year engagement, he 
should be discharged S.N.L.R. "for the pruposes for which he 
enlisted".

When I rang Colonel Rumbold, M.I.11, to make arrangements for an 
interview with HEWIT, I heard from him that he was proposing to arrange 
for HEWIT to come to London so that he might convey to him persmaliy the 
War Office decision that HEWIT should not be given promotion in his present 
trade of clerk, because this would bring him into contact with classified 
information. It appears that War Office was being extremely generous to 
HEWIT, for they realised that merely to put a stop to his well deserved 
promotion because he would thereby have such access, would be unfair, and 
they were proposing to post him to some other suitable unit where he would 
receive his advancement without gaining any important information. Colonel 
Rumbold suggested that I should take advantage of that interview to see 
HEWIT and put my questions. 


It was subsequently arranged that the interview should take place 
at 10.30 a.m. on Monday, 7th September, and T was there at the right time. 
HEWIT, however, was delayed and IT was unable to await his arrival but saw 
him at 2.30 pem. the same day in Room 026, War Office. 


In the meantime Colonel Rumbold had seen Hewit, who was dis mayed 
at the prospect of a transfer, and suggested that if he were not to make 
progress in a clerical grade it would probably be better if he left the 
Army. Colonel Rumbold informed me before my interview with HEWIT of this 
Situation, suggesting that the Army would not be altogether sorry if HEWIT 
asked for his release, but he asked me to let him know what HEWIT was 
thinking when T saw him later that day. 


In accordance with the request made in Minute 132, I asked HEWIT 
what he meant by the passage in the alleged letter to Brian HOWARD at 115a. 
He remembered that he had explained this once before, but he repeated the 
explanation again. The first and fimdamental thing to remember about the 
letter at 115a is that it was one which was not despatched but was prodwrwed 
by HEWIT to support the other material that he passed to the "Daily Express" 
newspaper. The particular passage which suggested that a year earlier Brian 
HOWARD was going to denounce Donald MACLEAN referred, according to HEWIT, to 
a belief which he and others held that Brian HOWARD was the informant in the 
matters disclosed by Stephen SPENDER to a "Daily Express" reporter, and which 
had been publicised by the newspaper shortly after the disappearance of 
MACLEAN and BURGESS, during the course of an interview between SPENDER and 
the press. HEWIT had since discovered that this information was given to 
SPENDER by John LEHMANN, and not as they had thought at the time by HOWARD. 


(I am unable clearly to remember the terms of the disclosure made 
by SPENDER to the press, but I am aware of the fact that it referred in 
some manner to a communication from John LEHMANN which embodied the suspicion 
that Guy BURGESS and not Donald MACLEAN had at some time worked for the 
Russian Intelligence Service. I interviewed John LEHMANN and his sister 
Rosamund, discovering as the result of these interviews that Goronwy REES 
had informed Rosamund LEHMANN of Guy BURGESS's confession to him that he was 
in contact with a foreign agency. ) 


Obviously HEWIT's letter to Brian HOWARD does not meke sense, nor 
does his explenation of its contents, but it is hardly likely that they 
would, since the letter is a fiction as is described earlier. 


I found HEWIT to be alarmed at the prospect of leaving the Army, 
for he did not know what his chances would be in civilian employment, but 
he was fairly decided that he could not accept a transfer to some survey 
section or the Army Pay Corps, as was suggested by Colonel Rumbold. He has 
until Tuesday, 15th September, to think about this, end is then to see 
Colonel Rumbold once more. I told HEWIT in plain terms that if my Department 
were called upon to advise in this matter, we should have to agree with the 
Army decision. He saw the sense of it, but still thought it rather a pity 
and plaintively suggested that it was a terrible waste both of his clerical 
ability and the efforts that he has made during the past year to keep 
"straight". He suggested in his usual one might say blacknailing manner,

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that he had kept straight "so far", and it seemed quite likely that 
before his next interview with Colonel Rumbold he will have strayed once 
more from the path of rectitude which he claims successfully to have 

trod during these last few months. TI think it quite likely that he will 
take refuge in this moment of disappointment in some project which will 
provide him with excitement. JI counselled him to take advantage of the 
Army's generosity if possible, and to do nothing without careful thought. 
and T urged him not lightly to throw away the efforts that he claims to 
have made to lead a new life. 


T informed Colonel Rumbold of the interview, and T am sure that 
we must agree both with the decision to transfer HEWIT and with Colonel 
Rumbold's feeling that the Army would be the better without HEWIT. If 
he is to receive some discharge on compassionate grounds, a possibility 
which Colonel Rumbold thinks will do away with any suggestion that his 
services were no longer required, we ought perhaps through my agency to 
caution HEWIT to steer clear of the press and observe a discreet silence 
in the matter of BURGESS and MACLEAN,
